threatening to report to the *‘offiee,”

The prisoner pleaded w th the guards
to make no report, fesring to lose his
commutation, which woald release him
in a year, foally, oftering & cash consid-
eration. The iribute demand is sald to
have gridually increased until it reached

laat demand, It said, was for 1,000 for
each of the three gunrds.

Yiolence and Disorder.

On the arivsl of
each car, n detail of the strikers sur-
roanded it and ordered out sll of the
passengers, The atrikers declars they
had been ‘*betrayed’’ by the leaders of
the firat strike and by the plaot officials,

It was sscertained thal the burdeo of
thelr grievances ia that the leaders of the
firat strike bad made & capiiolation to
the plant managers without having had
any guaraniee that the promises, claim-
ed to have been made by the leadere,
would be earried out and that the plant
mansger intended Lo rup the plant with
out regard for any claims or promises,
